Election/Restrictions 
1. Claims 61-111, and 1 15-170 are generic to a method of treating diabetes 
using a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species comprising for example, 
the compounds recited in claims 112-114 and 169. Applicant is required under 
35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for this treatment, even though 
this requirement is traversed.
